INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Parasitic  Nodules  on  Casings. 

[File  No.  440.] 

Referring  to  section  32  of  Regulation  13,  B.  A.  I.  Order  150,  in  case  of  a  slight 
infestation  of  the  intestines  with  parasitic  nodules  which  are  in  such  a  stage  of 
development  as  to  be  readily  removed,  the  intestines  may  be  passed  after  the 
removal  of  the  nodules. 

Post-Mortem  Examination  of  Reacting  Cattle. 

[File  No.  107.] 

On  post-mortem  examination  of  cattle  which  have  reacted  to  the  tuberculin  test 
special  care  should  be  given  in  order  to  locate  all  the  lesions.  This  test  is  exceed- 
ingly accurate,  and  unless  great  care  is  exercised  slight  lesions  may  escape  the 
macroscopic  examination,  to  the  discredit  of  the  test.  Post-mortem  inspectors 
should  therefore  give  particular  attention  to  cattle  which  are  properly  designated  as 
reactors  to  the  tuberculin  test,  and  make  an  especially  careful  inspection  of  all  body 
lymph  glands  when  lesions  in  the  viscera  and  their  adjacent  lymph  glands  are 
absent.  It  is  also  advisable  to  yard  such  reacting  cattle  in  separate  pens  and  to 
require  the  disinfection  of  these  pens  before  they  are  used  for  breeding  or  dairy 
cattle. 

Reporting  Failure  of  Unmarked  Product  in  Sealed  Cars  to  Reach  Destination.

Inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection  are  instructed  that  when  notice  is  received 
on  I.  D.  Form  109F  of  the  shipment  of  unmarked  meat  in  cars  under  government 
seals,  and  the  shipment  does  not  arrive  within  a  reasonable  time,  the  matter  should 
be  reported  to  the  Washington  office  on  the  back  of  the  109F  form.

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Forwarding  Specimens  for  Laboratory  Examination. 

[File  No.  75.] 

In  order  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  service  in  connection  with  the  laboratory 
inspection  of  meat  food  products,  the  following  assignment  of  territory  to  the  various 
meat-inspection  laboratories  has  been  made,  and  inspectors  in  charge  of  stations 
should  forward  samples  for  laboratory  inspection  as  specified. 

New  York  Laboratory:  All  of  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massachusetts, 
Connecticut,  Ehode  Island,  and  New  Jersey,  and  that  part  of  the  State  of  New  York 
lying  east  of  the  seventy-sixth  meridian. 

Washington  Laboratory  :  All  of  Pennsylvania,  Delaware,  Maryland,  District  of 
Columbia,  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  and  Georgia; 
that  part  of  Florida  lying  east  of  the  eighty-fourth  meridian,  and  that  part  of  the 
State  of  New  York  west  of  the  seventy-sixth  meridian. 

Chicago  Laboratory :  All  of  Wisconsin  and  Michigan,  and  that  part  of  Illinois, 
Indiana,  and  Ohio  lying  north  of  the  fortieth  parallel. 

National  Stock  Yards  Laboratory :  That  part  of  Illinois,  Indiana,  and  Ohio  lying 
south  of  the  fortieth  parallel ;  all  of  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  Mississippi,  and  Alabama; 
that  part  of  Missouri,  Arkansas,  and  Louisiana  lying  east  of  the  ninety-second 
meridian,  and  that  part  of  Florida  lying  west  of  the  eighty-fourth  meridian. 

Kansas  City  Laboratory:  All  of  Kansas,  Oklahoma,  Texas,  Colorado,  and  New 
Mexico,  and  that  part  of  Missouri,  Arkansas,  and  Louisiana  lying  west  of  the  92d 
meridian. 

South  Omaha  Laboratory:  All  of  North  Dakota,  South  Dakota,  Nebraska,  Minne- 
sota, Iowa,  and  Wyoming,  and  that  part  of  Montana  lying  east  of  the  110th  meridian. 

San  Francisco  Laboratory:  All  of  Washington,  Oregon,  California,  Idaho,  Nevada, 
Utah,  and  Arizona,  and  that  part  of  Montana  lying  west  of  the  110th  meridian. 

Samples  should  be  forwarded  to  the  inspector  in  charge  of  the  station  where  the 
laboratory  is  located. 

Substations  will  be  considered  as  within  the  same  territory  as  the  station  to  which 
they  are  attached. 

The  inspectors  in  charge  of  stations  at  which  laboratories  are  located  have  been 
directed  to  communicate  with  the  inspectors  in  charge  of  the  several  stations  within 
their  territory  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  suitable  arrangements  as  to  the  number  of 
samples  to  be  forwarded  from  each  station  and  at  what  intervals. 

A  record  book  should  be  kept  at  each  station  containing  information  as  to  the 
samples  collected,  setting  forth  the  number  of  the  sample,  date  collected,  establish- 
ment from  which  collected,  and  name  and  brand  of  product.  The  samples  from 
each  station  should  be  numbered  consecutively,  beginning  each  fiscal  year  (July  1) 
with  No.  1.  In  order  to  establish  the  identity  of  the  sample,  the  number  assigned 
to  it  in  the  record  book  should  also  appear  on  Form  Be.  2  (the  sticker  affixed  to  each 
sample)  and  on  Form  Be.  1  (report  of  samples  collected  for  laboratory  inspection). 

One-pound  samples  of  all  edible  fats,  sausages,  etc.,  and  4-ounce  samples  of  spices, 
salts,  saltpeters,  etc.,  are  the  proper  amounts  to  submit  for  examination 

Inspectors  should,  whenever  practicable,  forward  samples  intended  for  laboratory 
examination  by  mail.  Where  a  great  many  samples  are  sent  from  a  station  at  one 
time,  the  inspector  could  doubtless  arrange  with  the  local  postmaster  to  have  the 
several  packages  placed  in  a  separate  mail  bag  for  forwarding  to  the  city  of  destina- 
tion. Each  package  should  be  fully  addressed  and  may  contain  more  than  one 
sample,  provided  the  total  weight  of  the  package  be  not  in  excess  of  4  pounds. 

Samples  of  meat  food  products  or  substances  used  in  their  preparation  sent  to 
Washington  for  laboratory  examination  should  be  addressed:  "Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Animal  Industry,  Biochemic  Division."     Pathological  specimens  sent  to  Wash- 
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ington  for  examination  should  be  addressed:   "Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry,  Pathological  Division." 

Where  it  becomes  necessary  to  send  a  package  containing  samples  for  laboratory 
examination  by  express,  it  should  be  sent  collect  and  be  marked  "  Laboratory  Speci- 
mens." The  inspector  need  not,  in  such  shipments,  furnish  a  certificate  of  inspec- 
tion to  the  express  company.

COURT  CONVICTIONS  FOR  VIOLATIONS    OF   LAW   AND    REGULATIONS. 

The  defendants  in  the  case  of  United  States  v.  C.  B.  Stevens  and  Robert  Howard, 
North  Danville,  Vt.,  were  recently  fined  $1,500  and  $100,  respectively,  for  import- 
ing from  Canada  into  the  United  States  a  bull  which  had  reacted  to  the  tuberculin 
test. 

The  defendant  in  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  M.  E.  Wald,  Byron,  Minn.,  was 
recently  fined  $25  for  shipping  meat  interstate  in  violation  of  the  department  regu- 
lations.

LETTERS  OF  INSTRUCTIONS  FROM  INSPECTORS  IN  CHARGE. 

[File  No.  421.] 

When  an  inspector  in  charge  wishes  to  issue  a  circular  letter  of  instructions  to 
employees  under  his  direction,  he  is  directed  to  forward  a  draft  of  such  letter  to  the 
Bureau  at  Washington  for  approval  before  issuance.  This  applies  generally  to  all 
inspectors  in  charge,  but  especially  to  those  in  charge  of  field  work. 
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TRANSPORTATION  REQUESTS. 

The  attention  of  bureau  employees  is  directed  to  a  decision  of  the  Comptroller  of 
the  Treasury,  regarding  alterations  or  erasures  on  government  transportation  requests, 
which  reads  as  follows : 

"Alterations  or  erasures  on  a  transportation  request  should  only  be  made  by  a 
person  who  has  authority  to  issue  requests. 

"Allowance  for  extra  services  rendered  in  accordance  with  an  unauthorized  altera- 
tion of  a  request  can  not  be  made  unless  such  services  are  specifically  ratified  and 
approved  by  proper  authority. 

"  Approval  of  an  account  containing  items  for  transportation  furnished  in  accord- 
ance with  an  altered  request  is  not  an  approval  of  an  alteration  unless  specifically 
mentioned. 

"Additional  accommodations  required  by  an  employee  over  those  originally  pro- 
vided for  him  should  be  paid  for  by  himself  and  reimbursement  requested  therefor, 
which  can  only  be  made  after  the  same  are  furnished  and  are  ratified  and  approved 
as  necessary  and  required  for  the  government's  interest." 

In  the  first  clause,  it  will  be  seen  that  alterations  or  erasures  should  be  made  only 
by  the  Disbursing  Officer  of  the  Department.  The  second  clause  prohibits  the  secur- 
ing of  tickets  with  a  transportation  request  on  extra-fare  trains,  or  of  unlimited, 
thirty-day,  or  similar  tickets  for  which  a  higher  rate  is  charged  than  the  first-class 
limited  fare.  Eeferring  to  the  last  clause,  it  appears  that  when  extra  expense  is  in- 
curred by  an  employee  in  any  of  the  ways  previously  mentioned,  or  in  similar  cases, 
the  additional  expense  should  be  paid  by  him  and  reimbursement  asked  for  in  his 
expense  voucher. 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing,  employees  will  promptly  forward  to  the  Bureau 
for  cancellation  any  mutilated  or  altered  transportation  requests  which  may  at  any 
time  be  in  their  possession. 


OFFICIAL  CARDS. 

Referring  to  the  last  sentence  in  the  item  headed  "Official  Cards"  in  Service 
Announcements  of  June  15,  1910,  page  42,  it  is  found  that  the  Department  will  be 
unable  to  furnish  printed  cards  in  view  of  a  decision  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treas- 
ury that  printing  of  this  nature  is  not  authorized  by  law. 


NEW  EXPERIMENTAL  FARM  FOR  ANIMAL  HUSBANDRY  AND  DAIRYING. 

[File  No.  641.] 

Under  authority  of  the  act  of  Congress  making  appropriations  for  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  the  Bureau  has  recently  purchased  a  farm 
of  about  475  acres  located  at  Beltsville,  Prince  George  County,  Md.,  about  13  miles 
from  Washington.  This  farm  will  be  used  for  experimental  work  in  animal  hus- 
bandry and  dairying.  The  need  for  such  a  farm  has  long  been  felt,  as  the  Bureau 
has  been  without  proper  facilities  for  making  important  investigations  for  which 
farm  conditions  are  required.  For  lack  of  better  arrangements  some  breeding  work 
has  been  done  at  the  Bureau  Experiment  Station  at  Bethesda,  Md.,  but  it  is  con- 
sidered unwise  to  conduct  work  of  this  kind  on  the  same  premises  where  investiga- 
tions of  contagious  diseases  are  being  made.  The  Experiment  Station  at  Bethesda 
will  be  maintained  as  heretofore  for  experimental  work  relating  to  diseases,  and  the 
work  in  animal  husbandry  in"  progress  there  will  be  transferred  to  the  new  farm. 
Dr.  Morris  Wooden  has  been  detailed  to  the  supervision  of  the  Beltsville  farm. 
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SUBSTANCE  PERMITTED  FOR  OFFICIAL  DIPPING  OF  SHEEP.

The  use  of  the  following-named  substance  is  permitted  by  the  Department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies: 

"Qresypol"  a  cresol  dip  manufactured  by  the  Western  Sanitary  Supply  Company, 
Kansas  City,  Mo.     Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  141  gallons  of  water. 

Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  this  dip  which 
is  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor  will  they  permit  the 
use  in  official  dipping  of  any  proprietary  dip  which  does  not  bear  the  guaranty 
required  of  manufacturers  by  the  regulations,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143  and  amendments 
thereto,  or  which  in  any  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  said  regulations  or 
amendments.
